Abstract of the Disclosure 


A fabric material having a textured surface and a process for 
producing the fabric material are disclosed. The fabric material is made 
from a woven fabric substrate including a warp yarn and at least first and 
second pick yarns. The first pick yarn is woven into the fabric substrate 
to provide integrity. The second pick yarn, on the other hand, is a yarn 
that is nappable from the surface of the fabric substrate. In accordance 
with the present invention, the fabric substrate is fed through a napping 
process which naps the second pick yarn appearing on the face of the 
fabric. The fabric substrate is then fed through a shearing process which 
shears the napped yarns. The napped and sheared yarns form pile-like 
tufts on the surface of the fabric. Ultimately, the napped and sheared 
yarns produce a velvet-like fabric having an improved aesthetic 
appearance.
